The property is owned by the 
nine heirs of the late Lewis M. Rum- 
sey and Moses Rumsey, who oper- 
ated the old L. M. Rumsey Manu- 
facturing Co. plumbing supply 
house, in a section of the bjock. 
The Rumsey company was soid in 
1915 to the Standard Sanitary Sup- 
ply Co., which moved to “quarters 
on Forest Park boulevard. . The 
Broderick & Bascom Rope Co., oc- 
cupying a section of the block, also 
moved westward. Subsequent ten- 
ants have since vacated, leaving 
only one building, a two-story ware- 
house, occupied. 
| The buildings, rafging from one 
to four stories, were put up be- 
|tween 1850 and 1860, when the river 
‘front. was a busy commercial dis- 
| trict. Some are of red brick, oth- 
ers of white limestone. The Rum- 
sey Manufacturing Co. was organ- 
ized in 1865, and eventually pur- 
chased the entire block. 

Work of razing the buildings has 
been started, and will be completed 
‘in about four months. Lewis M. 
‘Rumsey Jr., a trustee of the estate, 
|said he was unable to place a val- 
|uation on the buildings.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Ef- 
forts of the Japanese Government 
to keep abreast of inventions in 
this country were described today 
to the Senate Munitions Committee 
by John W. Young, president of 
Federal Laboratories of Pittsburgh. 

The committee also was told that 
Col. P. M. Smoot, Adjutant-General 
for Hawaii, had been the agent for 
Thompson machine guns and gas 
bombs in that territory during the 
past two years for Federal Labora- 
tories. 

Other testimony brought out that 
Federal Laboratories had sold more 
than $400,000 worth of tear and nau- 
seating gases, riot guns and similar 


equipment to the Cuban Govern- | 


ment during the first six months of 
this year. 

Testimony also was taken that an 
English author, Mrs. Patricia Ken- 
dall, acted as an agent for Federal 
Laboratories, in seeking to interest 
governing authorities of India in 
the use of tear gas. . 

Also, Dr. Hans Luther, the Ger- 
man Ambassador, today described 
as “nonsense” allegations that Ger- 
many was buying military airplanes 
and war munitions in this country. 

Activities of Japanese. 

Young said the Japanese main- 
tained a high class and effective 
information service to 
keep abreast of the latest inven- 
tions in this country. He asserted 
the Japanese desired to get as 
much information on American 
patents as possible, and one way 
this was done by utilizing Japanese 
commercial houses in getting pat- 
ent numbers on new inventions.

When he informed the 
man his case was closed, his order 
was countermanded at the relief of- 
fice, and he was told he should have 
made an effort to make the man 
stop bootlegging, he said. 

He closed the case of a packing- 
house employe, Brown said, four 
times in eight days and each time 
it was reopened. 

Higher Prices for Relief Clients. 

An investigation of grocers who 
filled relief orders was made. Brown 
reported “when a client goes in a 
store with an order, prices go up,” 
although a published list gives 
prices to be paid for supplies. 

“Wither prices are raised 
weight is cut down. I watched one 
grocer weigh an order. A beef- 
steak charged at 2% pounds only 
weighed 114 pounds.” — 

A grocer filled an order for $6.55 
and Brown said he took it to an- 
other grocer, who weighed and 
priced it at $4.27. Brown named the 
first grocer and said “he would try 
to bribe investigators,” on one oc- 
casion having given Brown $2 and 
a handful of cigars. Brown said 
he reported the grocer to the ad- 
ministrator’s office, and the grocer 
was taken off the dealer list, but 
replaced when he denied Brown's 
charges of bribery and cheating.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 20.— 


Authority of the Public Works Ad- 
ministration to: grant funds for the 
construction of municipal utilities 
was denied today in an _ opinion 
handed down by United States Dis- 
trict Judge Albert L. Reeves. 

The decision was given in a case 
involving a plan to construct a mu- 
nicipal light plant at Concordia, 
Mo., where the Missouri Public 
Service Co. operates a plant. The 
city had sought a loan of $30,000 
and a grant of $17,000 from the 
PWA. 

Judge Reeves overruled a motion 
of the city to dismiss a suit of the 
private utility asking that construc- 
tion of the municipal plant be re- 
strained by court order. 

“It must be ruled,” the opinion 
stated, “that the Administrator of 
Public Works had no constitution- 
al authority to aid. the defendants 
in the construction of the project 
and if it were intended by Congress 
to promote that character of con- 
struction work under the Indtstrial 


Recovery Act, then such purpose | 


impinges upon constitutional inhi- 
bitions and is invalid.” 

Holding that the State has ex- 
clusive right to control the manu- 
facture of electricity, Judge 
Reeves said “it must follow’ that 


if Congress has no power to con-

Hopkins, Federal Relief Adminis- 
trator at Washington, from C. B. 
Gudebrod, silk company head. 
“Any man or woman who is of- 
fered work and who refuses it is 
not entitled to the taxpayers’ money 
for support,” Gudebrod said.

The evidence indicated the War De- 
partment was instrumental in 
blocking the legislation when it 
first was brought up in Congress. 

Senator Nye saié a large part of 
American's national defense pro-. 
gram was based on the “possibility” 
of war with Japan. He asked 
Young about the wisdom of selling 
munitions to Japan. 

“The stuff we quoted Japan 
wouldn’t jeopardize our national de- 
fense program ‘n any way,” Ioung 
replied. “Besides, I don’t think 
Japan will ever do much to the

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United States. I think it’s just a 
lot of talk.” 
Interest Abroad in Inquiry. 

Before testimony was begun for 
the day, Senator Nye announced 
the committee was receiving letters 
from abroad showing a great in- 
terest in the investigation. He ex- 
pressed interest in reports. that 
China had ordered an invéStiga- 
tton of alleged munitions commis- 
sions paid to Chinese officials, but 
refused to comment on the report 
that China had asked for names of 
these officials. 

Another source disclosed that 
other Governments had shown in- 
terest in matter kept out of the 
record and had asked for further 
data. Four cables relating to an 
Argentine powder factory were 
withheld last week with the state- 
men tthat their publication might 
cause disorder in Argentina. 

Tear Gas Sales for Strikes. 

A report by Young’s company to 
its export agents disclosed thet 
large quantities of tear gas had 
been used to quell labor disturb- 
ances in various parts of the United 
States, and that the company’s 
products had been distributed in 
Argentina, Bolivia, Colombia, Rou- 
mania and Canada, as well as_ in 
Cuba. It said the company at that 
time was contractor to 17 foreign 
governments, as well as to the 
United States. 

The report, mentioning receni la- 
bor disturbances in the United 
States, added: “Here's the way they 


purchased Federal tear gas to the 
extent of $30,000. Toledo, O., used 
up $8000 worth of gas. The Pitts- 
burgh area purchased over $75,000 
worth of gas to protect their prop- 
erties. Youngstown, O., another 
steel center, bought Federal gas to 
the amount of $25,000. 

“Give Them Plenty of Gas.” 

“You can readily see that they are 
prepared to meet any emergency 
that might arise, and when the 
trouble strikes they will be able to 
give them plenty of gas.” 
The report instructed its export 
agents to “be sure to advise your 
customer that when they use gas to 
use plenty of it. We have found 
from experience that if the police 
try to disperse a mob with too littie 
gas, their efforts will not be d&c- 
cessful. Tse toss a couple of zre- 
nades and gas shells into a fight 
mob could not be expected to co- 
trol it. You have to give them gas 
and plenty of it.” 


Another Concern To Be Heard. 

The Committee has called B. C. 
Goss, president of the United States 
Ordnance Engineers’ Co, of Cleve- 
land, for questioning about reports 
that he presented to Colombian of- 
ficials two years ago a plan for a 
division of chemical troops to be 
trained and equipped by him. This 
reported proposal coincided with a 
dispute between Colombia and 
Peru. The extent of sales of poison 
gases to China as well as other 
Latin-American countries also is 
engaging the committee’s atten- 
tion. 

The company also sells machine 
guns, and this phase of its trade, 
particularly domestic - business, is 
still another angle on which the 
committee seeks information. 
Testimony Late Yesterday on Tear 

Gas Concern’s Activities. | 

The inquiry developed evidence 
late yesterday purporting to show 
that Federal Laboratories repre- 
sentatives smuggled tear gas, riot 
guns and cartridges into Argertina 
two years ago, in violation of e 
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presidential ban; that the concern 
lobbied in national and state capi- 
tals against proposed legislation re- 
stricting the use of tear gas, and 
that it had paid commissions to an 
American naval officer for services 
to the company. 

A statement that French, English 
and other foreign governments ac- 
tively supported and encouraged 
the sale in Latin-America of muni- 
tions produced in, their countries 
was made by Frank S. Jonas, Fed- 
eral Laboratories’ New York agent. 
He complained that American firms 
receive little help from their offi- 
clals in meeting such competition. 


Dull Days for Salesmen. 


Dull days for tear-gas salesmen 
in Buenos Aires and their efforts 
to liven them up were described in 
correspondence introduced. 

“Things are very quiet down here 
just now and this being the case, 
the police don't use any gas from 
) the supplies they have on hand, 
‘which means it is bad for us,” wrote 
Raoul Leon, Argentine agent for 
Federal Laboratories, to Jonas, last 
June. “However I am working on 
a scheme with the police which may 
bring about desired results. This is | 
to have them use up some of the 
stuff they have by giving the men 
practice.” 

“Bouncing Betty,” New Bomb. 

A bomb called the “Bouncing Bet- 
ty,” bounced into the hearing and 
then bounced right out. Inferences 
that it is a new type being devel- 
oped by the War Department halted 
references to it almost as soon as it 
was mentioned. 

John W. Young, president of Fed- 
eral Laboratories, Inc., in a letter 
quoting prices 6n gasses and bombs 
requested by a Cuban Government 
representative, said to his South 
American agent: 

“I presume the new bomb he ig 
referring to is the ‘Bouncing Betty. 
If that is the case, I am sure he 
cannot purchase it.” 

“What is the ‘Bouncing Betty?” 
asked Senator Bone. “I understand 
it is a bomb now in the hands of 
the War Department,” Young an- 
svrered. 

Refers to “Ninny” Employer. 

Jonas testified he had been told 
of French activities many times 
during his years of dealing with 
Latin - American countries. He 
added: 

“The English Government. and 
other governments are keenly in- 
terested also in the sales of muni- 
tions their countries produce.” 

Carlton W. Rich, another repre- 
sentative of Federal Laboratories, 
told Senator Bone that “I am told 
the English ambassador interested 
himself in a prospective sale in 
Montevideo to the police force and 
even arranged to have Montevideo 
police sent to London for training.” | 

Jonas squirmed while letters he 
had written to Raoul Leon, Federal 
agent in Buenos Aires, were read, 
in Which Jonas called ‘Young a 
“ninny” among other things. Young 
laughed. 

Later, Young disputed a state- 
ment attributed to an official of 
the United States Ordinance Engi- 
neers of Cleveland, which said the 
Cleveland concern held the New 
York police department “in the 
palm” of his hand. 
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DICKMANN TO VETO 
BL FOR PRIVATE 
POWER PLANT TA 


Mayor Announces Decision 
After Listening to Ob- 
jections on Measure 


Passed Last Saturday. 


Mayor Dickmann today an- 
nounced, after holding a hearing 


on the ordinance for a special tax 
on private electric generating 
plants, that he would veto the bill, 
which was passed unanimously by 
the Board of Aldermen last Sat- 
urday. 

The bill, introduced by Alder- 
man Hastey (Dem.'‘, of the § Fif- 


‘teenth Ward, was the one revenue 


measure on which the Aldermen 
had been able to agree, and was 
the only one passed out of the num- 


| erous proposals considered in the 


board’s special sessions of the last 
few weeks. ge). 

The Aldermen passed the Dill 
without holding a hearing, and 
when Mayor Dickmann learned of 
this fact, he called his hearing, 
which was held in the Board of 
Public Service room. The room 
was filled, and the 150 or more per- 
sons present appeared to be almost 
unanimously against the bill. 

Introauced “By Request.” 

No one spoke in support of the 
measure, but some of its opponents, 
who represented industrial con- 
cerns operating their own power 
plants, suggested that the Union 
Electric Light & Power Co. was 
in favor of it—in fact, that Union 
Electric was probably the author 
and sponsor of the bill, which the 
record showed to have been _in- 
troduced by Hastey “by request.” 
Hastey, who was not at the hear- 
ing, has previously denied this. 

Hermann Spoeher, secretary of 
the Union Electric company, who 
was at the hearing, said the com- 
pany had nothing to do with the 
rigin of the bill. He said the com- 
pany was gsked by Deputy Comp- 
troller Cunningham fora list of con- 
cerns generating their own power, 
and that such a list was prenared 
and sent to Cunningham. The list 
showed 133 concerns, producing for 
their owner firm 99,000,000 kilowatt 
hours of electricity annually, indi- 
cating that the gross revenue from 
the measure would be about $99,000 
a year. 

The rate of tax fixed in the ordi- 
nance was 1 mill a kilowatt hour. 
Standardized meters were required, 
and inspection was to be made by a 
chief inspector aat $2400 a year and 
four assistants at $1800 each. 

Monsanto Firm Opposes Tax. 

J. W. Livingston, speaking for 
Monsanto Chemical Co., said Union 
Electric had made every effort to 
keep his company from installing 
its own plant in place of using Un- 
ion Electric current, at a former 
cost of $55,000 to $60,000 a year, in 
its St. Louis plant.

Robert B. Brooks Testifies 
Another Pipe Line in 
Area Would Be Unprof- 
itable.

WILMINGTON, Del., Sept. 20.— 

resent pipe-line facilities furnish 

ore than enough natural gas to 

eet the demands of the St. Louis 

ea, Robert B. Brooks, formerly 

irector of Streets and Sewers 
for the City of St. Louis, testified 
here yesterday. Brooks served dur- 
ing the Miller administration. 

Furthermore, because of the fran- 
chise held by the Laclede Gas Co. 
and the fact that the Mississippi 
River Fuel Co.’s natural gas pipe 
line occupies the only available pri- 
vate right-of-way, it would be im- 
possible for another line to bring 
gas to St. Louis, Brooks said. 

He gave his testimony as an ex- 
pert witness for the Panhandle Cor- 
poration, one of the subsidiary com- 
panies involved in the proposed set- 
tlement of the financial affairs of 
the Missouri-Kansas Pipe Line Co. 
That settlement, favored by the re- 
ceivers, for Missouri-Kansas and 
opposed by various groups of stock- 
holders, is under review in Chan- 
cery Court. 

The question of available markets 
for natural gas, St. Louis being a 
principal one, is an issue since cer- 
tain stockholders of Missouri-Kan- 
sas and Frank P. Parish, president 
of the company, charge that these 
markets were deliberately ignored 
in a plot by various utility com- 
bines to bankrupt the independent 
Missouri-Kansas company. 

His Comment on Letter. 

Brooks was asked regarding the 
letter which the Gas Committee of 
the St. Louis Board of Aldermen 
sent out to a number of natural gas 
companies requesting rates for serv- 
ing St. Louis. 

“I don’t think the letter to the 


| gas companies was serious in its in- 


tent,” Brooks said. “The Board of 
Aldermen is not the place to apply 
for a franchise in St. Louis, be- 
cause of the nature of the city char- 
ter. The Board of Aldermen, in 
fact, have nothing to do with inau- 
gurating such a move. The Board 
of Public Service is the only body 
entitled to make such a request.” 

Throughout Brooks’ testimony he 
intimated his belief that recent at- 
tempts to get natural gas for St. 
Louis, described by Parish in the 
course of the present hearing, were 
not sincere. 

Brooks testified that in 1933 there 
were about 23 billion cubic feet of 
natural gas used in the St. Louis 
area, by industrial plants, and as 
distributed through the systems of 
the Laclede and St. Louis County 
Gas Companies to domestic users. 
All of this, according to Brooks, 
came from the pipe line of the Mis- 
sissippi River Fuel Co. The capac- 
ity of this line at present, Brooks 
testified, was 36 billion cubic feet a 
year. And this could be increased, 
he said, about 40 per cent by build- 
ing additional compressors along 
the line. 

Only One Reply, He Says. 

Brooks said that from the eizht 
or 10 letters sent out by the Gas 
Committee of the Board of Alder- 
men, asking for rates on natural 
gas, only one reply was received. 
That was from the McKnab Oil and 
Gas Corporation which also had 
applied for a permit to bring nat. 
ural gas to St. Louis. 

There was prolonged discussion 
concerning the nature of the La- 
clede franchise. Brooks introduced 
in evidence a pamphlet prepared by 
City Counselor Charles M. Hay to 
show that the Laclede franchise 
was exclusive and perpetual. 

“Under my administration the 
Mayor in 1927 asked the Attorn-y- 
General,” Brooks said, “to bring 
quo warranto proceedings to det2r- 
mine the status of this franchise. 
The Attroney-General handed down 
a report saying that the State of 
Missouri would be acting in bad 
faith to bring such a suit. We again 
asked the next Attorney-General to 
bring quo warranto proceedings in 
1931 or 1932 and he refused to bring 
those proceedings on, I think, the 
same grounds. 

“The present administration, 
through its City Counselor, asked 
Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller to 
bring those same proceedings ard, 
also asked Attorney-General Mc- 
Kittrick this year. The Circuit At- 
torney held that there were no 
grounds for bringing such a-suit.” 

Brooks also said that the Laclede 
company had a contract with the 
Mississippi River Fuel Co., to take 
natural gas exclusively from the 
\latter. The pipe line of the Missis- 
sippi River Fuel Co. occupies the 
right-of-way of the Terminal Rail- 
road, Brooks testified. 

Brooks Gives Reasons. 

Brooks gave it as his opinion that 
it would not be “an economical or 
profitable” venture for another 
company to attempt to serve S&8t. 
Louis with natural gas at this time. 
Asked for his reasons, he said: 

“In the first place, the City of 
St. Louis is served by the Laclede 
company, which has an_ exclusive 
and perpetual franchise. The only 
other way would be as a private 
corporation, to use the same right- 
of-way of the railroads. Even if | 
the railroads were to give another 
pipe line permission, there are 
points where it is physically im- 
possible to put another line. 

“The chart I have prepared on 


‘gas consumption in St. Louis shows 


that if you add all of the natural 
gas sales of every nature together 
it would only amount to about 23,- 
000,000,000 cubic feet a year. There

is already a capacity in the present 
pipe line of 36,000,000,000 feet, 
which could be boosted 40 per cent. 

“It has been mentioned that the 
brewers could use large amounts of 
natural gas. But the directors of 
several of the larger breweries told 
me they could not use large sup- 
plies. One reason had to do with 
their own sales policy. They are 
so close to large industrial supplies 
of soft coal that they feared a boy- 
cott of their own products in the 
coal area if they did not employ 
this coal. 

“The Anheuser-Busch Brewing 
Association, the largest brewery, 
has its own coal mines and, more- 
over, they have told me that the 
price of gas would have to be less 
than 15 cents per 1000 cubic feet 
to be in any way comparable to 
soft coal.” 

Asked About Connection. 

Attorneys for stockholders who 
oppose the settlement under review 
in the present hearing sought to 
establish on cross-examination that 
Brooks had a connection with the 
Mississippi River Fuel Co. He tes- 
tified that he had been employed 
by the latter firm to prepare only 
one report on a highway matter. 

“It has always been the policy 
of the Missouri Public Service Com- 
mission,” Brooks testified, “that any 
utility serving a community was a 
regulated monopoly. I do not know 
of any case where they have al- 
lowed a second utility to come into 
a town, with one minor exception, 
where a small utility failed to live

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up to an order of the commission.” 
“Could the holders of the present 
franchise in St. Louis be compelled 
to furnish any demand for nat- 
ural gas?” Brooks was asked. 

“No, they. could not,” he replied. 
“The commission could only order 
a rate reduction.” | 

It is expected that the hearing 
will continue for some time. Other 
potential markets besides St. Louis 
are involved in e question of 
whether or not an attempt was 
made to ruin the Missouri-Kansas 
company. Several of the big oil 
and utility combines, among them 
Standard Oil of New Jersey, Cities 
Service and North American Light 
and Power, are named in a $50,- 
000,000 conspiracy suit filed by the 
Missouri-Kansas receivers under the 
anti-trust laws. Standard Oil owns. 
part of the stock of the Mississippi 
River Fue] Co. Also named in that 
suit are the Columbia Oil and Gas- 
oline Corporation and the Columbia 
Gas and Electric Co., which were 
involved in the financial operations 
with Missouri-Kansas now under 
consideration. Parish and various 
stockholders charge the Columbia 
management;with bad faith in this 
connection.

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BUSINESS MEN FOR 
RED TAPE IN NRA 


Declares Task Now Is to 
Induce Industry to Sim- 
plify Complicated Codes 
It Devised. 


By the Associated Press. 
BALTIMORE, Sept. 20. — Don- 


ald R. Richberg, general counsel! of 
the National Recovery Administra- 


tion, yesterday said business men, 
rather than the Government, were 
responsible for the complicated 
nature of their codes. He spoke be- 
fore the Baltimore Advertising 
Club. 

He scouted the idea of an NRA 
dictatorship and asserted there was 
nothing that “even looked like one- 
man control of NRA.” 

The administration has. agreed 
“upon the necessity of establishing 
a deliberative representative board 
to determine policies and to direct 
the administration of NRA,” he 
said. 

Not mentioning the name of Gen. 
Hugh S8S. Johnson, who has been 
popularly termed dictator of the 
NRA, Richberg said: 

“We hear complaints of an NRA 
dictatorship. But in the adminis- 
tration there has been agreement 
for months upon the necessity of 
ending anything that even looked 
like one-man control of NRA. 

“There is today no such control, 
except to the extent that Congress 
has vested a single ultimate respon- 
sibility in the President. 

No Dictatorial Board. 

Referring to the board which 
would control NRA, he said that it 
would not be dictatorial, except to 
prevent unfair competition or waste 
of natural resources. 

“There has been agreement,” he 


asserted, “upon eliminating any 


| form of dictatorial control over 
| prices or production. It is cortrary 


_to the public interest to establish 


_any such private or public controls, 


except those to prevent unfair com- 
petition or the waste of natural re- 
sources,” 

Richberg suggested that criti- 
cism of code administration as “be- 
ing enmeshed in red tape and es- 
tablisMhing bureaucracies” be direct- 
ed at “the business men who wrote 
the codes and set up bureaucracies 
for their administration.” 

“The National Government  of- 
fered to industry an opportunity for 
self-government, and if the experi- 
ment needs revision, the principal 
difficulty does not lie in persuading 
the Government to do the job, but 
in persuading the business men of 
the country to simplify those com- 
| Plicated mechanisms which they 
—_ have devised,’ Richberg 
| said. 
| “Strange Discord of Criticism.” 
| “For a year we have been watch- 
ing the leaders of American trade 
‘and industry pour into Washing- 
ton, accompanied by high-priced 
lawyers, economists and _ statisti- 
cians. 

“We have seen them write their 


( |own codes of fair competition and 


set up enforcing authorities for 


: | self-discipline, restrained all too lit- 


itle for their own good by Govern- 
| ment supervision. 


RICHBERG BLAMES, 


strange discord of criticism—on the 
one hand, the cry that big business 
is controlling the codes, and on the 
other the cry that the Government 
is strangling business with red tape 
and bureaucratic regulations. 

“If this clamor were not so vk 
cious, it would be ridiculous.” 


He said the steel code, “probably : 


the longest, most detailed regula- 
tory code that has been written,” 
required for its administration “the 
expenditure of $500,000 annually 
and a force of employes, who, if 
established by the Government, 
would be called a bureaucracy.” 

“Personally,” asserted Richberg, 
“IT do not believe that a host of 
such codes and such bureaucracies 
should be made permanent. I be- 
lieve profoundly in the wisdom of 
the process of codification, but If 
believe also that it must be simpli- 
fied.”

The piling up of large cash re- 
serves in corporate treasuries has 
been criticised on the theory that 
failure to pay out corporate earn- 
ings tends to dam up the exchange 
of goods and services. Many finan- 
cial experts chAllenge this theory, 
pointing out that corporate cash 
surpluses are used to buy U. S. 
Government bonds and thus help 
to finance the Government’s relief 
and recovery program, or are Kept 
as deposits in banks, providing a 
basis for bank investments. 

Other Reasons for Action. 
‘There are other reasons why cor- 
porations may be cutting *down 
their cash surpluses. Some have 
specifically stated in ordering pay- 
ment of dividends from surplus that 
they were doing so to promote re- 
covery. Presumably, some seeing 
earnings increasing, decided it was 
now safe to reduce reserves. But 
there is little doubt in usually well- 
informed quarters that the threat 
of special taxation on “unused” sur- 
pluses has received much attention. 

Among companies using cash to 
retire senior securities is, for ex- 
ample, Humble Oil and Refining 
Co., paying off $18,950,000 of 5 per 
cent debentures on Oct. 1, its entire 
funded debt, although they do not 
mature until 1937, and Chrysler 
Corporation, which yesterday called 
$10,000,000 of 6 per cent Dodge 
Bros. debentures for redemption 
Nov. 1.

The Original Sictiiienin 
W RESTLING is a big show 
today and the responsible 
party is none other than Rob- 
ert Friedrich, alias Strangler 
Ed Lewis. Most matches are 
made up of stunts. Competition 
has been sunk in an effort to 
please a public that seems unable 
to distinguish between showman- 
ship and a real struggle. Lewis 
began it and others have im- 
proved upon his idea. 

As champion Lewis found out 
early in his tours that the public 
got little kick out of a real 
wrestling contest because the 
participants, being fearful both 
of serious injury and defeat, play- 
ed safe. That made a slow con- 
test. 

Lewis conceived the idea of 
pepping up the action and he be- 
came one of the best stunt men 
the game has known. Lewis de- 
veloped the spectacular headlock, 
which isn’t considered so much of 
a hold among real wrestlers. And 
he put it over big. 

He developed the stunt of go- 
ing out of the ring which is so 
popular with the fans of today. 

Lewis began this feature of his 
show in St. Louis, some 10 years 
or more ago. In a match with 
a man who was considered just 
a clown in wrestling, Renato 
Gardini, Lewis permitted him- 
self to be thrown out of the ring 
four times. 

That he was willing to take the 
rap was shown by the fact that 
on one occasion when he climbed 
back into the ring, he still had 
a cigar butt stuck to his back, 
so forcibly had he hit the floor. 

That stunt went over big and 
—this writer kept count—during

Contrary to ‘Due Process of Law’ 


‘Quite Like Taking 


Private Property for 


Private Purpose,’ Says U. S. District 
Judge Chestnut of Baltimore. 


By the Associated Press. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept; 20.—The 
farm mortgage moratorium amend- 
ment to the National Bankruptcy 
Act was declared unconstitutional 
here yesterday by United States 
District Judge W. Calvin Chestnut, 
who held it to be “quite like taking 
private property for private use” 
and “not consistent with due pro- 
cess of law.” 

Two Points Emphasized. 


Judge Chestnut’s finding was 
based largely on the following 
points, which he stressed: 

1. The ameridment removes the 
protection which the laws of each 
State gave a contracting creditor 
and doubles the protection given 
a farmer-debtor—thereby tending 
to confiscate the property of the 
creditor in an effort to save the 
farm of the debtors. 

2. The amendment tends to su- 
persede the right retained by 
each individual state in the op- 
eration of its courts and to abro- 
gate contracts legally entered 
into and, in the case at hand, 
consummated. 

Judge Chestnut made his declara- 
tion in dismissing petitions filed by 
William W. Bradford, Belair 
farmer, and Charles A. Compton 
Carroll County farmer, who sought 
Stays to prevent mortgage foreclos- 
ure proceedings under the morato- 
rium amendment.

Judge Chestnut’s Views. 

“IT am compelled to reach the con- 
clusion that sub-section S-7 of sec- 
tion 75 of the bankruptcy act is 
unconstitutional in so far as it 
applies to the mortgage creditors of 
farm property,” Judge Chestnut 
wrote in-his opinion. 

“I am not unmindful of the con- 
siderations of public nature which 
induced the passage of this act by 
Congress, and in view of its obvious 
importance to great numbers of 
people in the country, both mort- 
gage debtors and creditors of farm 
property. I have considered the va- 
lidity of the act as applied to them 
respectively to the very best of my 
ability, in the light of settled prin- 
ciples of our fundamental law. 

“It is the imperative duty of the 
judicial branch to declare the law 
invalid, if not inconsistent with the 


the use and enjoyment of the prop- 
erty. 
Impairing of Rights. 

“It is obvious that the changes 
are material and prejudicial to the 
mortgagee, and not only his reme- 
dies but also his substantial rights 
are materially impaired. ... 

“One effect of the act is cor- 
rectly described in the Senate judi- 
ciary report dated May 28, 1934, as 
to ‘scale down existing farm indebt- 
edness to the present value of his 
property. The result is obviously 
a ‘partial cancelation of the debt,’ 
and necessarily the impairment of 
the integrity and terms of the mort- 
gage indebtedness. In another as- 
pect the substantial effect is to 
transfer the property of one person 
to another by requiring the mort- 
gagee to sell his interest in the 
property to the mortgagor at a 
price which the former has no part 
or influence in fixing. It is quite 
like taking private property for pri- 
vate use. 

“Such legislation, whether Fed- 
eral or State, is quite ‘subversive of 
the most fundamental principles of 
the social contract,’ and more spe- 
cifically, is not consistent with due 
process of faw.” 


CANADA ALSO REJECTS PLAN 
FOR PROTECTING MINORITIES 


Joins Poland in Opposing Exten- 
sion of League’s Interna- 
tional Guarantees. 

By the Associated Press. 
GENEVA, Sept. 20.—Canada to- 


day followed Poiand in declining 
to accept external control of her 
minority groups. The statement of 
Canada’s position was made in the 
Political Committee of the Assem- 
bly of the League of Nations. 

Prof. O. D. Skelton, submitting 
Canada’s position as the commit- 
tee debated a Polish resolution 
pressing for the generalization of 
the protection of minorities, said 
it was difficult to see the consist- 
ency of those who argued that In- 
ternational supervision worked 
badly in their own countries but 
wished other countries to adopt it. 

Canada could not agree, — said 
Skelton, that it would be equitable 
to make the existing system of in- 
ternational guarantee$ of minori- 
ties universal. The committee de- 
bated the resolution three hours 
without coming to a decision and 
postponed further discussion until 
tomorrow.

JAPAN SENDS 78 PLANES 
TO CAPITAL OF MANCHUKUO 


Air Fleet Makes 450-Mile Flight to 
Hsinsing After Protest to 
Russia.

TOKIO, Sept. 20.—A _ successful 


flight of 78 Japanese military air- 


planes across the 450 miles from 
Dairen to Hsinking/ Manchukuu, 
was reported today by the Hsinking 
correspondent of the newspaper 
Asahi. The city is capital of the 
Japanese recognized State. 

The fleet was in Hsinkihg at 3:35 
p. m. today after, overcoming head 
winds which «spoiled their forma- 
tion but did not interwere with 
success of the movement. 

The head winds caused 21 of the 
ships to run low on fuel and land 
at Liaoyang, where they refueled 
and caught up with the advance 
part of the fleet. 

The mass maneuver was made 
shortly after Manchukuo sent a 
protest to Soviet Russia. 

An official denial was made here 
that the planes were sent as a re- 
sult of difficulties with the Soviet. 
Instead, it was said, the action was 
a gesture of friendship and con- 
gratulation to Emperor Kang Teh 
of Manchukuo upon his enthrone- 
ment—which took place March 1. 

The planes have been stationed 
with the combined fleet, now en- 
gaged in annual maneuvers off 
Dairen, Southern Manchukuo.

Our Paralyzed Economy. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HEORIES, dissertations, verbal state- 
fs ments, like the proverbial saying about 
history, frequently repeat themselves. As 
a consequence, many will read with a feel- 
ing of weariness the able review present- 
ed by your Washington correspondent in 
the Sunday, Sept. 9, issue of the 
Post-Dispatch, relating to the findings of 
the ardent economists connected with the 

okings Institution. 
ard it not that this matter is of vital 
importance to the American people, there 
would be little excuse for presenting it. 
It kas long been known, and frequently 
discussed, that what this country really 
needs is increased purchasing power and 
not curtailed production. It is also gen- 
erally realized, or very properly should be, 
that during our most prosperous years, 
potential consumption is far greater than 
actual or potential production. 

Logically, it follows from this that “re- 
stricted production is intrinsically a 
hands-up gesture,” to quote from the ed- 
itorial, “Home, Sweet Home,” also appear- 
ing in the above-mentioned Sunday edi- 
tion of your paper. 

Just what have we, as a people, done 
about these matters? Nothing. Rather, 
we have been working in reverse. What 
can be done about them? If the presum- 
ably able economists of the Brookings 
Institution can successfully answer the 
question, and likewise induce a demuwcrat- 
ically ruled people to accept and abide by 
their answer, they will have coniserred 
upon humanity a boon _ incalculably 
great. 

Assuredly, there must be some way of 
greatly alleviating, if not wholly eliminat- 
ing, want in the midst of plenty; that 
crime of crimeg, which stands as an in- 
dictment against modern civilization. As- 
suredly, there must be some way in which 
it would be possible for the whole people 
to realize and profit from the wonderful 
production facilities of their country. Yet 
they do not. 

A vast majority are doomed to be mere 
wishers for the great Utopia that lies so 
near at hand. Great is the desire of all 
to possess those things that would enable 
them to live more abundantly. Modern 
production stands ready to’supply them 
with those things. Potential’ production 
unlimited; potential consumption unlim- 
itel. Side by side they stand, dumb, im- 
mobile, paralyzed, thwarted, a terrible 
travesty. That in the long and patient 
centuries of man’s existence he should 
have come to such an impasse! 

Intuition, common sense, logic, reason, 
all tell us that we should not restrict 
production. Yet, in view of our long-es- 
tablished and vicious economic system, 
the administration should not be too sert- 
ously criticised for attempting this. The 
problems confronting it are immense, 
Theories must, if possible, be made to fit 
facts. The fact in this instance is a fun- 
damentally obsolete economic machine, 
operative, at its best, in such a way as 
to throttle the output of a powerfu! na- 
tion. 

Until we can change absolutely the di- 
rection of the motivating forces which 
propel the commercial phases of this ma- 
chine, there is little hope that the vast 
potential purchasing power of the masses 
will ever be released. There is little hope 
that we can wholly utilize our tremen- 
dous production facilities. Labor as we 
mey to produce wealth that might be 
used continuously to increase the pur- 
chasing power of those who produce (‘and 
thus create a demand for unlimited pro- 
duction), it inevitably drifts under our 
present economic system to sterile cen- 
ters, becomes impounded, paralyzes in 
dustry. 

Human nature in the raw, the law of 
the survival of the fittest, are still oper. 
ative. Collectively, as a nation, we are 
giants physically, dwarfs mentally. A 
highly specialized and superior form of 
mass education, recognition of the vir- 
tues which inspired the founders of our 
democracy, emasculation of human greea 
and selfishness, can only bring a greater 
America wherein legions now denied 
the right to live abundantly may realize 
this natural heritage. 

In the intelligent diréction and control 
of evolution, not in revolution, will be 
found a solution of our difficulties

Not only in St. Louis but elsewhere this waste con- 
tinues, despite the showing of economy through per- 
manent registration made by a growing group of 
cities, whose experience dates back as far as 15 
years, Kansas City in 1934 will have had four reg- 
istrations, including one for a city election which 
did not appear on the St. Louis calendar this year. 
Each registration costs $80,000 there, making a tofal 
of $320,000 for the series of four. And, to crown 
the orgy of waste, the community is unable to pay 
the bill. Jackson County’s election fund was ex- 
hausted in June, so registration workers, property 
owners and purveyors of supplies will have to pocket 
the county’s warrants for its share of the expense, 
and wait patiently for their redemption. : 

It is estimated in Kansas City that $200,000 of this 
year’s registration cost would have been saved by a 
system of permanent enrollment. St. Louis would 
have a proportional saving, estimated here at $150,000 
annually. 

The registration cost here averages 55.6 cents per 
yoter, according to a computation made for the Na- 
tional Municipal League by Dr. Joseph P. Harris of 
the University of Washington. Milwaukee’s cost, 
through permanent registration, is only 12.5 cents 
per voter, and Detroit, after only two years, has 
reduced its figure from 22.5 to 11.6 cents per regis- 
trant. And St. Louis last October paid $8 each to 
enroll its voters! 

A voter, once registered under the permanent en- 
rollment system, is on the poll books for life, or until 
removal from the city. Changes of address and new 
voters are recorded by a filing card system, kept by 
a few clerks—a considerable contrast with the army 
of poll workers required four times in the current 12 
months under the St. Louis method. | 

There is an original cost, of course, for establish- 
ing the system, but other cities find that this is 
more than paid for after it is in use. And economy 
is only one of the merits of permanent registration. 
There is also the convenience to the voter to be con- 
sidered, as well as the reduction of voting frauds. 
Further, the elimination of political patronage is 
worthy of consideration—and also explains why party 
organizations usually oppose the reform. 

It will take a widespread showing of public senti- 
ment to bring about permanent registration for St. 
Louis. Action by the State Legislature is required. 
But at a time when the public is more acutely tax- 
conscious than ever before, when the city admin- 
istration is frantically seeking new sources of reve- 
nue, it should be possible to end a waste estimated to 
run $150,000 a year. 
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MR. GUEDALLA RETELLS SOME HISTORY. 

Wind began to fill the sails as a clock in the 
town sounded midnight and the seven ships slipped 
quietly out of Elba’s black harbor into the moon- 
light. Silent crowds watched from shore and roof. 
It was Feb. 26, 1815, and a broad-shouldered man 
still bearing the generously bestowed title of Em- 
peror was taking leave of his “island of repose.” 
Welcoming the “Austerlitz weather,” he had said: “I 
shall reach Paris without a shot”; by his order a 
scarlet flag, cut into pieces, ornamented the coats of 
the guards. A surprised Cannes received his thousand 
men, while at the capital an aging King heard word 
of the arrival with obvious calm. The Minister of 
War would do whatever was necessary. But Na- 
poleon was still Napoleon and there would be 
shouts of “Vive l’Empereur!” and flocking to his 
ranks all the way to a waiting throne in the Tuile- 
ries and yet another reign. 

On the north, the armies of the Allies pressed 
to the frontier, and the Little Corporal made up his 
mind to strike fast and hard in Belgium and float 
the flag of France once more over an anxious Brus- 
sels. By the time some diarist had written: “Friday 
morning, % past two.—The girls just returned from 
a ball at the Duke of Richmond’s. .. .” troops from 
English firesides were on the march. Old Blucher 
would be late riding up, but Wellington had chosen 
the ridge of Waterloo and it rained without let all 
that June night. Four days later, the second abdica- 
tion Was dictated and then came the visit with under- 
standing Horténse to the garden where Josephine had 
tended her posies. All ‘that remained was another 
island—one farther away. Did history record the 
crowded span from Elba to St. Helena so Philip 
Guedalla’s brilliant pen might retell its somber story? 
An evening with “The Hundred Days” makes it 
seem almost so.

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POSSIBILITY. 

How does it happen that Huey Long carried his 
slate of candidates to victory at the recent New Or- 
leans election? It is a question inviting the study 
of.

Ruling out fraud at the polls, because of the care 
with which the election was scrutinized, the Item 
says no definite explanation of the result could be 
trustworthy. It thinks one factor was the swelling

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POLAND REPUDIATES A’ TREATY. 

Poland accepts and agrees to embody in a 
treaty with the principal Allied and Associated 
Powers such provisions as may he deemed neces- 
sary by the said Powers to protect the interests 
of inhabitants of Poland who differ from the ma- 
jority of the population in race, language or re- 
ligion. 

On this article of the Versailles Treaty, in the sec- 
tion creating an independent Poland, is based the 
minorities treaty which Poland now has repudiated, 
thereby creating a League crisis of possibly grave 
consequences. This proviso was one of the condi- 
tions, insisted upon by Wilson, that the peace con- 
ference required in accepting Poland’s claims to rule 
over an area including many German, Ukrainian and 
Jewish residents. 

It has been galling for Poland to answer protests 
before the League Council over mistreatment of mi- 
norities (on which, incidentally, no action was ever 
taken by the League). Poland’s grievance is much 
like that of Germany over disarmament, in the as- 
sertion that she is bound by requirements not im- 
posed upon all the other Powers. 

Agreement of all members to respect the rights 
of their minorities would have been in keeping with 
the high ideals which inspired the League. Poland, 
avowing no intentions of oppression, agrees to re- 
spect fully the rights of her own non-Polish residents 
and urges the other nations to bind themselves simi- 
larly. There seems little likelihood that a step of 
this kind will be taken, but the lack of such a guar- 
anty is almost as much a weak point in the world’s 
machinery of conciliation as the failure of the vic- 
torious nations to keep their pledge to reduce arma- 
ments, which caused Germany to quit the League. 

Sir John Simon replied to Poland’s denunciation 
of the treaty by saying, “It will not be possible for 
any state to release itself from obligations of this 
kind.” The French and Italian spokesmen voiced 
similar sentiments. To which Poland replies, in 
effect: ‘‘We have released ourbelves: what can you 
do about it?” 

The validity of Poland's assertion of discrimination 
may be acknowledged without indorsing the wisdom 
of her action. For the repudiation of a treaty, even 
of relatively minor import, weakens the world’s peace 
machinery and sets a precedent for further breaches 
of international accord. Poland’s step is similar in 
some respects to Japan’s violation of the Kellogg 
Pact in seizing Manchuria, though, of course, with 
no such military implications. The incident shows 
how Poland is withdrawing from French influence 
and leaning toward Germany, now that the Corridor 
dispute has been temporarily adjusted. 

Since the League’s usefulness depends so largely 
on the co-operation of its members, it is evident that 
Poland’s tearing up of the agreement has dealt a blow 
to Geneva’s hopes. But nations are sensitive toward 
even the smallest slights, particularly those where 
nationalism is so powerful as in Poland. Another 
disturbing incident may thus be checked to the er- 
rors of the Versailles conference.

THE MILK AGREEMENT. 

A new pure milk ordinance, designed to accomplish 
the same ends sought by the ordinance vetoed last 
June by Mayor Dickmann, has been introduced in 
the Board of Aldermen. The Mayor's veto was occa- 
sioned by the removal from the bill of money-raising 
provisions, without which it would have lain useless 
rin the city’s ordinance book. 

To implement the current bill, an agreement has 
been reached by the city, the producérs and the dis- 
tributors, under which $95,000 would be available 
for milk inspection annually for the next two years. 
The city has been spending $35,000 a year, an inade- 
quate sum. Under the agreement, producers and 
distributors would augment the city’s contribution by 
$60,000 a year. 

We hope the Board of Aldermen will act quickly 
on the milk ordinance, since the subject it treats is 
an emergency one. A recent report of the United 
States Public Health Service showed that St. Louis’ 
milk supply is far below a safe standard. The pro- 
posed bill should ameliorate the condition. 
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IN THE RAINEY DISTRICT. 

Scott Lucas of Havana, chairman of the Illinois 
Tax Commission, has been chosen by Democratic 
county chairmen in the 10 counties comprising the 
Twentieth Illinois Congressional District as the party 
nominee for the seat left vacant by the death of 
Speaker Rainey. Mr. Lucas pledges himself, to sup- 
port the Roosevelt policies, while his Republican op 
ponent, Warren Wright of Jacksonville, who was 
nominated in the primary, is opposing them. Thus 
the way is clear for a contest based on-a frank dis- 
cussion of national issues, something which would 
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jected into the race. Inasmuch as Mrs. Rainey made 
such a campaign possible when she declined to run, 
another mention of her good example is in order.

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OPPOSITION TO ILLINOIS TREASON CODE. 

Illinois State Senator James O. Monroe of Collins- 
ville has support for his proposal to repeal Illinois’ 
so-called treason code, under which the Montgomery 
County arrests were made. Meeting in Springfield, 
a state-wide conference on the restoration of con- 
stitutional rights, consisting of more than 150 rep- 
resentatives of various labor, fraternal, religious and 
political organizations, has gone on record for the 
removal of that section of the Illinofs statutes at 
the next meeting. of the Legislature.

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DID THEY EXPECT THIS? 
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“The Futility of Violence” 


Present strike situation shows how inadequate is our law and order machinery, and how 
vague are our authorities on “rules of the game” in labor disputes, says Prof. 
Moley; way thus is opened to violence, which is futile for either side, and may 
prove instrument of Fascism; we need “habit of order,” which prevails in England. 


Raymond Moley in Today. 


ITHOUT entering into the essential 

merits of the textile strike, or of any 

other recent labor dispute, it seems to 
me that certain principles of public policy, 
affecting the conduct of public controversies, 
need reiteration. 

No one in his right mind seriously ques- 
tions the right to strike. It is not only a 
legal right, but, under the present set-up of 
government in its relation to the economic 
order, it is an indispensable right. Its exer- 
cise, however, is fraught with serious dan- 
gers which are intensified by two factors in 
American politics and government. 

For reasons that need not be enumerated, 
those charged with public authority habitu- 
ally fail, at the onset of an industrial dis- 
pute, to make clear to all parties and to 
the public exactly what the rules 9f the 
game are going to be. They do not stake 
nut the area in which the conflict should 
be carried on. They do not make clear the 
rights of each party and of the public. Taey 
do not make it clear that these rights, by all 
the means within their control, are going 
to be protected. | 

They permit the contest to come to a 
crisis, with a great number of these essen- 
tial rules left undefined or only vaguely 
specified. They hope, perhaps, to “‘uck” 
through the crisis, without committing them- 
selves to the specific principles of public 
policy by which the controversy must be 
determined. This is always the way a timid 
politician will act in an emergency, and un- 
fortunately, there are too many timid men 
of this sort in state and in local govern- 
ments. 

In this way, wheh a controversy reaches a 
stage of/ high tension, public officials labor 
officials, employers, the press and the peo- 
ple at large get utterly confused as to the 
issues of the strike and the methods by 
which the strike should be carried on. This 
is usually the situation when the Federal 
Government is brought into action in a 
strike, and this makes the task of the Gov- 
ernment increasingly difficult. 

* * t 

The intervention of the Federal Govern- 
ment is a mark of the abdication of state 
and local authority. It should always be 
remembered that, in our form of govern- 
ment, the maintenance of public order and 
the protection of life and property are the 
functions of the state and local governments. 
And this is true even under the new condi- 
tions that are created by the NRA and other 
similar New Deal measures. ° 

And so, out of confusion of thought, comes 
violence of action. 

This confusion in thought, which is the 
basic reason violence develops, is traditional] 
in American industrial life. And yet, evary- 
one has come, more and more, to recognize 
the futility of violence. If employes ace 
subdued by the coercion of violence, an en- 
during peace does not result from such sub- 
mission. On the other hand, labor is very 
often defeated either because violence on its 
part alienates public opinion or leads to 
governmental intervention, to injunctive re- 
lief or the use of more effective means of 
violence by employers. It is further recog- 
nized that strike violence, if continued with- 
out check, finally leads to the complete 
breakdown of government itself. - 

For these peasons, the most statesmanlike 
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labor leaders fear the increase in violence 
as a potent instrument of what usually is 
called Fascism. 

Every outbreak of violence in labor dis- 
putes emphasizes, more and more, the inade- 
quate character of our means of enforcing 
law and order. Throughout the vast area 
covered by the textile strike, local means of 
law enforcement, such as Sheriffs, Consta- 
bles and small municipal police departments, 
collapsed at the first drawing of the lines 
of industrial warfare. Almost immediately, 
both sides assumed the primitive right to 
protect themselves by what means they could 
find. The National Guard, as I have pointed 
out continually, proves to be a clumsy and 
inadequate means of law enforcement. 

This failure of the elementary principles 
of self-government is a bitter reminder of 
our need for the habit and the instrumen- 
talities of order. 

« * 

I am wholly out of sympaihy with those 
who constantly would exult the virtues of 
England to the disparagement of America. 
But the habit of order in England that is so 
essential to free government is illustrated by 
the following description by Charles A. Sel- 
den, in the New York Times, of a tremen- 
dous public demonstration in London. 

Sept. 9 two demonstrations were held si- 
multaneously, at Hyde Park, one by 5Ww0 
Fascists, who listened to their leader, Sz 
Oswald Mosley, and the other 500 feet away, 
by an equal number of anti-Fascists—nmust- 
ly Communists. Surrounding the two meet- 
ings were approximately 140,000 curious on- 
lookers. Another group, composed of 7000 
metropolitan police, was there to maintain 
order. 

Mr. Selden says: “Advance public op‘nion, 
apparently shared by the police, hai hesn 
brought to the pitch of expecting sometring 
on the scale of a civil war, but there was no 
physical clash between these bitterly ‘hosiile 
factions. The chief inference to be drawn 
from the tame outcome of this long-heralded 
affair is that a London crowd is tempera- 
mentally reluctant to resort to violence 

“The British temper does not express its 
political animosities, no matter how violent 
they may be, by shooting and stabbing. 

“It is true that an army of police, on fot 
and horseback, encircled the, two hostile 
groups and was massed between them, but 
even without that precaution, there woula not 
have been anything more serious than a 
grand scrimmage of fist fighting. The po- 
lice carried nothing but billies, which they 
did not use. 

“The Black Shirts were totally unarmed, 
and there is no reason to believe any of the 
anti-Fascists had any weapons. It is a safe 
assertion that in all Hyde Park there was 
not a single revolver, gun or bomb or any 
tear gas.” 

It is difficult to believe that either the 
Fascists or Communists gained many coa- 
verts. I agree, in part, with Mr. Sekien’s 
conclusions that “the only triumph of this 
day was with the police, for their ood- 
humored but perfect management of a dif- 
ficult situation.” 

The real credit, however, goes to the habit 
of the people, who, despite their tremendous 
interest in political and economic conerewer- 
sy, have come to recognize that violence js 
the enemy of any good cause. ;

A plan of reorganization for the 
Russell Arms Apartments, 3300 


Russell boulevard, has been pre- 
sented to Circuit Judge Green, who 
directed that all bondholders be 
notified.

CITY’S TUBERCULOSIS DEATH 
RATE REDUCED 8.3 PER CENT 


Still 12 Per Cent Above Average 
in 43 Large Centers, Largely Due 
to Mortality Among Negroes. 


The tuberculosis mortality rate 
in St. Louis declined 8.3 per cent 
in the last 18 months, according to 


a report made at the meeting of the 
Missouri Tuberculosis Association 
at the Jefferson Hotel. 

St. Louis was ninth among 43 
large cities that had reduced their 
tuberculosis death rate. The present 
rate, however, is 12 per cent higher 
than the average rate of the 43 
cities, largely due to tuberculosis 
deaths among Negroes. Last year 
42 per cent of the tuberculosis 
deaths here were among Negroes. 

Tuberculosis, the leading cause of 
death in the city 25 years ago, is 
now seventh among the principal 
causes. 

According to Dr. George H. Hoxie 
of Kansas City, retiring president 
of the association, tuberculosis 
could be wiped out in Missouri by 
1940 if the present rate of decline 
could be continued, but this is im- 
possible without a decline in the 
rate among Negroes. 

At a meeting of the board of di- 
rectors of the association last night, 
Dr. I. B. Krause of Jefferson City 
was elected president. Other offi- 
cers elected were Dr. Sam Snider, 
Kansas City, and Mrs. Nell Baker, 
St. Joseph, vice-presidents; Mrs. O. 
W. Bleek, Farmington, secretary, 
and A. O. Wilson, St. Louis, treas- 
urer. 


CCC TO ENROLL 100,000. 
MEN TO FILL VACANCIES

WASHINGTON, Sept. 20.—Imme- 
diate enrollment of 100,000 addi- 
tional men in the CCC to replace 
those who will drop out Sept. 30, 
was ordered yesterday by Robert 
Fechner, corps director. Regula- 
tions limit the period that a man 
may spend in the organization to 
one full year plus a part of the 
quarter in which he enrolled.

By the Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 20. — 
Perfection of the organization of 
the Missouri Rural Rehabilitation 
Corporation, which is aimed to 
take people off relief rolls and es- 
tablish them on a_ self-supporting 
basis, was announced here yester- 
day by Wallace Crossley, State Re- 
lief Director. 
Incorporators are Crossley, Dean 
F. B. Mumford and Prof. R. R. 
Thomasson of the Missouri  Col- 
lege of Agriculture, and H. A. 
Buehler, State geologist and State 
Rural Rehabilitation Director. 
The corporation’s charter, recent- 
ly granted by Secretary of State 
Dwight H. Brown, states that the 


purpose of the organization is: 

“To rehabilitate individuals and 
families as self-sustaining human 
being by enabling them to secure 
subsistence and gainful employment 
from the soil, from _ co-ordinated 
and affiliated industries and enter- 
prises, and otherwise, in accord- 
ance with economic and _ = social 
standards of good citizenship.”

The corporation will receive 
grants of money from the Federal 
Government to carry out the rural 
rehabilitation program. 

Crossley, who was named presi- 
dent of the corporation, said only 
families who possess the ability and 
willingness to do will be given the 
opportunity to receive loans in aid 
from the corporation. 

“If such a family needs a house, 
a cow, or work implements, the 
Rural Rehabilitation Corporation 
will help them get it,” Crogsley said. 
Through the Sub-marginal Land 
Board, the Federal Government has 
started retiring the sub-marginal 
lands from agricultural purposes, 
Crossley stated. Some of these 
activities will be carried on in Mis- 
souri, Most of the people on sub- 
marginal land are on relief. 

“The Rural Rehabilitation Corpo- 
ration plans to aid families who 
sell their poor farm land to the 
Government in locating on good 
farm land and in establishing crop- 
ping practices that will assure the 
subsistence needs of the family,” 
Crossley said. 


What Will Be Taught. 
“Home industries that will enable 


the rehabilitated families to in- 
crease their cash income will be 
taught,” he added, “, . already 


relief people are making beds and 
mattresses for other relief persons 
who have no bed and mattress, nor 
the money with which to buy them. 
Rugs are being made; spinning and 
weaving are being encouraged. 

“The Relief Administration and 
the AAA have been working for 
weeks reducing the cattle popula- 
tion in drouth-stricken pastures.

ARMED GUARDS PROTECT 
WORKERS WIDENING ROAD 


Union Organizer Warned Away 


When He Attempts to Address 
Laborers on Relief Rolls. 


. The work of widening Highway 


61, between Imperial, Mo., and the 


Meramec River, in Jefferson Coun- 


ty, was resumed today under the 
protection of armed guards. 

The work, preliminary to adding 
20 feet of concrete along the nine 
and a half mile stretch, was halted 
Monday, several hours after ft had 
been started, when 75 men from 
St. Louis demanded that the work- 
ers join the International Hodcar- 
riers’ and Laborers’ Union. Union 
organizers pointed out that the 
minimum union scale was 20 cents 
an hour greater than the 45-cent 
hourly minimum specified in the 
contract for the job. 

Under the contract, labor is to be 
furnished by the Jefferson County 
Relief Committee. About 300 men 
on relief rolls, who expect to be 
employed on road work in the 
county during the winter, met yes- 
terday and.voted. against joining 
the union. When the decision was 


made known to the relief commit-/ 


tee and the contractor, work was 
resumed, and six special deputies 
were sent to the scene to protect 
the 36 workers required today. 

Henry Newell, union organizer, 
appe@red on the job this morning 
with two companions and started 
to address the workers, but depart- 
ed for St. Louis following a warn- 
ing by Sheriff Lanham that he 
would not be permitted to inter- 
fere with the men during working 
hours.

FIRST CENTURY CHRISTIAN 
CEMETERY FOUND AT ANTIOCH 


Princeton University Expedition 
Also Discovers Ruins of 
Ancient Theater. 

By the Associated Press. 

PRINCETON, N. J., Sept. 20.— 
Prof. Willidm A. Campbell, field di- 
rector of an expedition to ancient 
Antioch, announced today that a 
large theater, built in the first cen- 
tury A. D. by the Roman Emperor 
Hadrian, and an early Christian 
cemetery have been discovered. 

The expedition, begun two years 
ago, is sponsored by Princeton Uni- 
versity, the Musees Nationaux de 
France, the Worcester Art Museum 
and the Baltimore Museum of Art. 

Campbell, associate professor of 
art and archeology at Wellesley 
Ccllege, said the party was led to 
the site of the theater by a peasant 
who had smashed two marble Cor- 
inthian columns for building ma- 
terial. 

Digging, begun last Marcn at 
Daphne, five miles from Antioch, 
uncovered half the theater’s orches- 
tra and part of the 80-foot stage. 
Among the finds was a life-size 
alabaster statue of a Roman Em- 
peror, probably Hadrian, and a 
statue of Aremis. 

Terra-cotta receptacles for holy 
water were unearthed at the ceme- 
tery, but the tombs had been thor- 
oughly plundered, it is supposed, 
by early Persian and Arabic invad- 
ers.

Weight Is More Easily In- 
fluenced by Diet or Exer- 
cise.

RIGID standard for the growth 
Awa development of a_ chiid’s 

body cannot be set up. New- 
born babies, provided they are 
healthy, or even reasonably healthy, 
have proportions and measurements 
all very much alike. The youngest 
of the quintuplets weighed less than 
two pounds, it is true, and some 
babies weigh as much as 10 pounds. 
The weight of most babies does not 
vary more than a pound or two—- 
from six to eight pounds. 

After the first few weeks, how- 
ever, standards must be made very 
flexible if they are to include all 
normal infants. Development is 
not uniform in all individuals. 
Hereditary influences begin to 
make themselves felt, and if a child 
is going to be a small adult, his 
rate of growth is not the same as 
if he is destined for large bodily 
size. 

Weight and height are, however, 
the best. general standards of nor- 
mal growth and development. Other 
things being equal, a growing child 
who is 10 per cent below the aver- 
age weight for his age is abnormal, 
but, if it shows no disease on 
physical examination, the differ- 
ence may be disregarded. This is 
not a usual situation, however, be- 
cause such a child almost invari- 
ably will be found to have some- 
thing the matter with it. 

Height is a more reliable stand- 
ard than weight. Height cannot be 
influenced by diet or exercise, but 
weight can. 

There are seasonal variations in 
growth. Summer is the time of 
more increase in height and 
weight than winter. From June 
to November the average child 
leads a freer, more out-of-doors ex- 
istence, with more activity and con- 
sequently less infection and illness, 
and hence is the period of greatest 
growth. 

Fatigue is an influential factor in 
growth. It is a curious thing that 
after a good night’s rest both chil- 
dren and adults are slightly taller 
(1 to 3 centimeters) than after a 
day of activity. 

It is not simple to construct a 
condensed height and weight table 
for children. Boys and girls vary 
slightly. At 3 years different boys 
may be 35 to 39 inches tall, and 
weigh from 29 to 35 pounds. 

Leaving out too many refine 
ments, we may put down averages 
as follows:

When 
neither acceptance nor regrets has 
been received there is always the 
shadow of reproach implied when a 
hostess calls up to know if you re- 
ceived your invitation, while the 
Service Bureau can do this job im- 
personally. There is eager enroii- 
ment of the younger members of 
the household in the smart little 
dancing classes which regularly 
give parties, where just the most 
congenial groups are assembled, 
adequately chaperoned, manners 
and modes of dress guided by ex- 
perienced social mentors and where 
each girl if she hasn't a date is ar- 
bitrarily assigned an escort and 
otherwise assured of having a good 
time. Society seems glad to leave 
most of its thinking and planning 
to this high court of authority. 

Hostesses may think they know 
how and when to give a party but 
after consulting the party experts, 
they may find they are all wrong. 
They come with their invitation 
lists made out. They compare them 
with the lists of eligibles compiled 
by the Bureau. They find they 
have omitted some important name. 
“Why, I did not know Dr. So-and- 
So’s son was out of college. Of 
course I can’t leave out the son of 
that old friend of the family. And 
who is this strange name? A new- 
comer in town, but very desirable? 
Then of course I must invite him.” 

There are of course dates for 
parties more strategic than others. 
Every hostess left to her own de- 
vices probably would choose the 
eve or the day of some popular hol- 
iday with the inevitable conflict, 
one invitation more alluring than 
another drawing everybody and 
leaving the less appealing gather- 
ing flat. It remains for the Ser- 
vice Bureau to record dates as they 
are decided upon and assign and 
distribute others to the best ad- 
vantage. Don’t give your big party 
either on the same night or the 
night following another big party. 
In the latter case you will have to 
provide extra quantities of cham- 
pagne to keep your guests awake. 
Don’t just pick a date out of the 
air. It may prove to be like the 
seat behind the post. 

And shall you crash Society with 
a smashing big party or is it wiser 
to venture in more sedately with 


‘a smaller affair yery well done? 


The DEBUTANTE 


Better let the Service Bureau size 
you up from the standpoint of your 
social background and possibilities 
and advise you. 

Who decides who shall be includ- 
ed in the so-called official list of 
debutantes? “The debutantes, them- 
selves,” so says the Service Bureau. 
“They must have something to vof- 
fer, something to contribute to the 
enjoyment of others and the bril- 
liance of the social scene,’ was the 
way the public relations member of 
the board expressed it. Not merely 
something to get out of social con- 
tacts, I inferred. At any rate, you 
can just about depend upon it the 
Service Bureau lists are authorita- 
tive. 

After a girl is in or “out” as they 
prefer to put it, it depends largely 
upon herself whether she is a so- 
ciak success although the bureau 
undoubtedly does much toward en- 
gineering social careers. There is 
the type who is known as “sim- 
ply a lump” for whom it seems 
nothing much can be done. 
interesting to learn of some of the 
outstanding handicaps. If a girl is 
too fat or too tall, if she is self-con- 
scious—she is not likely to have 
many dancing partners and may be 
destined from the first to become 
a wallflower. 

And how are the young men se- 
lected for the invitation lists? That 
is not so difficult a question. There 
must be 300 eligible beaus to, say, 
50 debutantes. Each younger girl 
registered for the dancing classes 
must produce at least one boy be- 
fore she is admitted. This is so 
that boys, being generally more re- 
luctant socially, there will always 
be a supply and preferable a sur- 
plus of partners. 

“Certain young men belong on 
our lists by right of their social 
connections. Others, strangers, 
college boys who come here to take 
positions, are recommended py 
friends and acquaintances who al- 
ready belong,” I was informed. At 
the beginning of the season each 
young man is sent a questionnaire 
asking details as to his social in- 
clinations and intentions. Girls 
also are consulted about their plans 
for the season, 


It is | 


Since everything else is commer- 
cialized these days, even though 
most of the members of this board 
would freely contribute her due in- 
fluence to keeping the social ball 
rolling merrily, why not respond to 
that sense of pride and independ- 
ence, make everybody more con- 
tented paying for what they give? 
and being paid for what they give? 
Why not make social counsel and 
ministration pay its way? This was 
the idea of the founders of the 
Service Bureau. Revenues are de- 
rived from selling the lists of names 
variously classified. Most popular 
are the debutante and escorts lists 
which are sold for $15 each, al- 
though many mailing lists are sup- 
plied at higher rates to commercial 
dealers in this and that. 

“Could not one list be passed 
around among a group of contem- 
poraries?” it was suggested. 

“Yes,” replied my informant. 
“But you'd be surprised how hon- 


orable everybody is about buying 
the list in which she is particularly 
interested.” 

Members of the staff, the party 
consultants, chaperons, organizers 
and teachers of the dancing classes 
and assemblies receive individual 
fees for their services. If there are 
profits on commissions in excess of 
Salaries, fees and overhead, since 
the ladies of this. board are not in 
the business for personal gain, prof- 
its are contributed to some good 
cause under the direction of the 
Junior League. 

When the Service Bureau was or- 
ganized in 1930 it had quite a dif- 
ferent purpose. It was to be a sort 
of employment agency or clearing 
house where persons with social 
talents, gentlewomen in reduced 
circumstances, could capitalize 
their gifts. But it turned out 
that most gentlewomen were in re 
duced circumstances. The situation 
became overwhelmingly one-sided.

The office, which has jurisdiction

“Worst News of All,” Prisoner’s 69- 
Year-Old Mother Says. 

KAMENZ, Germany, Sept. 21. — 
Local residents said today that 
Bruno Richard Hauptmann, arrest- 
ed in New York, was the town’s 
bad boy. Even before he was sent 
to jail in 1923 he had been in fre- 
quent conflict with police authori- 
ties. In those early days he always 
was let off, but finally he was sen- 
tenced to prison. 

The police today declined to di- 
vulge just what the charges were 
against him in 1923, but did say the 
sentence was for four years. 

Hauptmann’s father is dead. 

The mother, who is 69 years old, 
was alone today in her own house 
near the outskirts of the city. When 
neighbors broke the news of her 
son’s arrest to her, she said: “I am 
used to all sorts of things from the 
son who has caused me many heart- 
aches, but this news is’ the worst 
yet.” 

“We hear that Hauptmann tried 
three times to sail to America as a 
stowaway and that he was caught 
twice, but succeeded the _ third 
time,” an official said. “He was 
permitted to land because a sister 
living in America vouched for 
him.” 

The clerk of the Kamenz County 
Court, said: “Hauptmann is decid- 
edly a tough baby of whom one 
might expect almost anything. I 
am not surprised at the news 
of his implication in the Lind- 
bergh affair. Before he landed 
with us he had already committed 
various minor offenses. He was 
held without bail for trial in 1923, 
but broke jail with an accomplice 
one day while the prisoners were 
taking their daily stroll in the court- 
yard. The police caught his ac- 
complice, continued the case, and 
sentenced Hauptmann to four years 
in absentia for a major theft.” 


Held for Deportation in 1923, Admit- 
ted Theft in Germany.

It was said they 
knew in advance that an arrest was 
expected. One of their intimate 
friends said they would have 
nothing to say except to authorities. 
He added that they were getting 
ready to return to New York. 

Even officials of the airline with 
which the Colonel is connected, and 
Mrs. Lindbergh’s sister, Mrs. Au- 
brey Morgan of Pasadena, denied 
knowledge of the couple’s where- 
abouts and rumors that they had 
been in touch with the Lindberghs. 

“T have not been able to reach 
him since he left here this morn- 
ing,” J. L. Maddux, aviation offi- 
cial, at whose home Lindbergh was 
staying, said last night.

It was disclosed that last night 
a warrant for Hauptmann’s extra- 
dition on a charge of homicide had

Moore of New Jersey, where the 
Lindbergh baby was kidnaped, 
March 1, 1932, and later murdered, 

Police Inspector Sullivan told de- 
tectives assembled at the police 
lineup today that the authorities 
have “a perfect extortion case 
against this man,” and added “there 
is no doubt in my mind that he 
will have to answer a more serious 
charge.” 

His statement came at the end of 
an extensive questioning of the 
drawn and tired Hauptmann, whose 
unshaven face added to his wan 
appearance. 

His Story Called Fantastic. 

During his questioning Haupt- 
mann gave an explanation of his 
possession of $13,750 of the Lind- 
bergh ransom money found in the 
garage at his Bronx home, A friend, 
he said, Isadore Fische, formerly 
his partner in the fur business, 
had given him the money. Police 
have ascertained that Fische died 
in Germany last December. 

Police characterized his explana- 
tion “fantastic.” They are attempt- 
ing to strengthen their case against 
him by a comparison of the hand- 
writing of the Lindbergh ransom 
notes and that on Hauptmann’s ap- 
plication for his automobile drive 
er’s license. They also were re 
ported comparing it with the writ- 
ing on the note left in the Lind- 
bergh nursery the night of the kid- 
naping. 

Inquiry Into Brokerage Account. 

Hauptmann’s admission in the 
lineup that he had speculated in 
stocks called police attention to the 
accounts of New York brokerage 
houses. One published account, 
which police would not verify, said 
that $24,000 or $25,000 of the ran- 
som money was on deposit te 
Hauptmann’s account with a New 
York brokerage house. 

Two thousand persons gathered 
at the court building in the Bronx, 
and a police guard of 22 patrolmen 
and 15 mounted officers formed a 
cordon around the structure. The 
courtroom was crowded at the ar- 
raignment. 

In the charge in the Bronx ar 
raignment, the $50,000 was identi- 
fied as “the property of Charles A, 
Lindbergh, in care of Dr. John F. 
Condon.” 

Hauptmann’s hearing was post- 
poned until Monday at the request 
of District Attorney Samuel] J. Fo- 
ley.
